Second Demonstration 


Within 2 Months 
At San Quentin 


SAN QUENTIN PRISON —(UP) 
A shortlived Hunger strike of ap- 
proximately 1500 convicts ended to- 
day when all but 50 men ate break- 
fast on schedule. 


Warden Court Smith said that 
number was “about average” since 
there always were a few who, for 
illness or other legitimate reason, 
turn down their food. 

The “strike,” which turned out to 
be more demonstration than any- 
thing else, began last night when 
1500 men refused to eat supper. 

They crowded at the mess hall 
door, refused to enter and shouted 
that they wanted more meat with 
their meals. Their menu for sup- 
per included split pea soup, salt 
pork, brown beans, bread, coffee and 
milk, but the men insisted they be 
given fresh meat. 

It was the second San Quentin 
“Hunger Strike” within two months.

Farmers Find 


Control Pays

| ed in the process. The best that man 
;can do is to use practices that al- 


low efficient production and that 
disrupt the balance of nature as 
little as possible. 

Fortunately, some phases of foot- 
hill land use allow most efficient 
production of livestock, which util- 
izes large sections of the foothill 
area, is one of these phases. By 
properly controlling grazing the soil 
is always protected with a sod cover 
and is practically immune to ero- 
sion, If the grazing is not properly 
controlled , areas become overgraz- 
ed, and the quality of the range is 
reduced in addition to leaving the 
soil unprotected. If the carrying ca- 
pacity of the range is not exceeded 
and if the range unit is divided to 
allow proper management, the car- 


| rying capacity of the range over a 


period of years will be much greater 
than if overgrazing were allowed. 
Properly managed forests allow a 


; continuous income and protect the 


soil from being dissipated. The com- 
mon mistake with the use of forests 
has been to exploit them for imme- 
diate profits with no consideration 
for their continued production and 


| the protection of the land. Forest 


covers much of the foothill area and 
it is appropriate that most of this 
forest remain for the best use of the 
land. 

In past years it was considered 


good orchard practice to cultivate; 


deeply and repeatedly during the 
growing season. The main reasons 
given were that all vegetation should 
be removed because it would com- 
pete with the trees for nourishment, 
and that a mulch of 
should be maintained to reduce 
evaporation of the moisture. The 
mulch theory was discounted some- 
what and orchard cultivation be- 
came shallower and less often until 
light discing. as often as is neces- 
Sary to cut down the vegetation, was 
adopted as the best practice in most 
instances. 

Now, many orchardists in the 
foothills not only do not cultivate 
to eliminate vegetative competition, 
but actually plant permanent cover 
crops of perennial grasses and le- 
gumes. These permanently cover 
cropped orchards are flood irrigat- 
ed which results in a better irri- 
gation of the trees than with the 
usual furrow system, because by the 
flood method the complete surface 
of the land is covered. Also, a heavy 
mat of vegetation protects the soil 
from erosion by the irrigation water 
and winter runoff. 

Some of the orchardists mow the 
vegetation periodically, leaving it 
on the ground to decompose anc 
eventually to enrich the soil. Others 
are finding it possible and _ profit-

able to diversify their farms with 
livestock, using the permanent cover 
crop for feed. Records on orchards 
which have had permanent cover 
crops for several years indicate that 
production and quality of fruit tend 
to be better than on similar or- 
chards using other cultural prac- 
tices. 

The use of permanent cover crops 
on orchards having steep slopes has 
proved to be one solution to the dif- 
ficult foothill irrigation problem. 
Ordinarily it is conceded that soid 
erosion is due entirely to uncontrol- 
led runoff. In many instances, how- 
ever, where steep slopes are irri- 
gated improperly, the most sig- 
nificant erosion is caused by the ir- 
rigation water. 


Many orchards on steep slopes 
are irrigated by running the water 
down the steepest slops for the full 
length of the orchard, which some- 
times is a thousand feet. In that the 
slopes often exceed twenty uer cent, 
the irrigation furrows are usually 
badly eroded by the end of the 
irrigation season. The next cultiva- 
tion fills the furrows but a large 
amount of top soil is removed every 
year, eventually not leaving enough 
to support the orchard. 

As stated above, permanent cover 
crop offers one solution to this 
problem. But the old system of run- 
ning the water in thousand-foot 
runs cannot be used for its irriga- 
tion, because even under the fur- 
row system water is wasted by deep 
penetration at the upper end of the 
run before the lower end of the 
run has been reached. With per- 
manent cover crop this tendency be- 
comes even greater and the runs 
have to be greatly shortened to ob- 
tain effcient irrigation water, 

The most inexpensive way to ir- 
rigate permanent cover crops with 
short runs is to deliver the full head 
of water down the steep slope in a 
controlled conduit. such as a con- 
crete or metal pipe.. wooden flume. 
or any other method which will 
keep the water from eroding the 
soil. At intervals of a hundred feet 
or less means are provided for de- 
livering the water from the conduit 
to grade ditches on approximately 
one per cent grade, which deliver 
the full head of water either way 
from the conduit. These ditches 
divide the orchard to be irrigated 
into strips one hundred feet or less 
wide which width establishes the 
length of run as each strip is flood- 
ed from the grade ditch above it. 
The lengths of run allowable for 
efficient use of irrigation water will | 
be determined largely by the de- | 
gree of perviousness of the soil type. ' 

A solution to the foothill irriga- 
tion problem without the use of per- 
manent cover crops for newly plant- 
ed orchards is to contour-plant 
them. The trees are not planted 
on a true contour but on grade lines 
having a grade which will allow the 
irrigation water to flow in the ir- 
rigation furrows without eroding. 
The lengths of run permissible will 
be determined largely by soil type. |

Planted, or in some other geometric 
pattern rather than on the contour. 


Sometimes a shortage of irrigation | 


water will not permit the use of a 
permanent cover crop. In such 
cases the system can be improved to 
give a more efficient use of the ir- 
rigation water and reduce erosion | 
losses by providing irrigation pipe | 
lines or other types of distributing 
conduits which will permit the water 
to be run, down less steep slopes and 
for shorter lengths of runs. 


It is becoming more generally re- 
alized by foothill agriculturists that 
the use of irrigation water may be | 
a detriment as well as an aid. They | 
are finding that the adoption of ir- | 
rigation methods which gives them 
better irrigation and reduced soil 
losses also gives them better imme- 
diate returns and guarantees them 
continuous future returns. 


When clean cultivation orchard 
practice is continued, even though 
irrigation methods are adjusted sat- 
isfactorily, the problem of control- 
ling winter runoff still remains. An- 
nual cover crops planted in the early 
fall usually assist greatly but often | 
they do not have sufficient growth 
by the time of the first heavy rains 
to give adequate control. Grade 
ditches installed at intervals of ap- 
proximately thirty feet in conjunc- 
tion with an annual cover crop have 
been found to control the winter er- 
osion effectively. Grade ditches 
divide a larger watershed into small 
drainage areas and prevent the 
runoff water from accumulating 
and causing rills and gullies. These 
grade ditches are usually construct- 
ed on approximately a two per cent 
grade but the grades would vary 
with soil types. 


When grade ditches are used they 
should be emptied into some sort of 
controlled outlet. The type of outlet 
will necessarily vary with local con- 
ditions. A natural gully may suf- 
fice with no further control. But 
should the volume of water intru- 
duced into the gully cause an ero- 
sion problem under the natural gul- 
ly conditions, a series of check dams 
made of brush, concrete, rubble ma- 
sonry, et cetera, would be installec 
in the gully to step the water down 
and avoid eroding velocities. Econ- 
omic considerations might make the 
use of a concrete lined ditch or con- 
crete pipe line more feasible as a 
controlled outlet. 

Erosion on grain fields is 
controlled by the use of terraces. 
The terraces are spaced from 50 to 
150 feet apart depending upon the 
soil and slope. and the farm opera- 
tions are done on the contour. The 
contour opeartions tend to increase 
the penetration, thus reducing the 
amcunt of runoff and the terraces 
collect the water at short intervale 
preventing gully-forming accumula- 
tions to occur.
